Dear Mr. Piccirillo:

The Agency is in receipt of your Application for Pesticide Notification under Pesticide
Registration Notice (PRN) 98-10 for the above referenced product. The Registration Division
(RD) has conducted a review of this request for its applicability under PRN 98-10 and finds that
the action requested falls within the scope of PRN 98-10. The label submitted with the
application has been stamped “Notification” and will be placed in our records.

The alternate brand name “Ferbam 76 WDG” has been added to the product record.

In addition, this letter serves as notice that the current label contains statements and/or images
that were inadvertently approved by the Agency during its previous review. Please submit a
revised label amendment addressing the inadvertently approved items below within 60 days of
receipt of this letter.

e Page 2, Personal Protective Equipment
0 The respirator requirement should be spaced down to be in a separate bullet from
the gloves requirement.
0 The respirator language must be revised to comply with the most recent
guidelines. It must state: “A NIOSH-approved TC-21 C Powered Air Purifying
Respirator (PAPR) or any N, R, P or HE filter when applying with air blast
equipment.”
e Page 3, Directions for Use: The following two statements must be deleted because they
only apply to manufacturing use products.
o “Only for formulation into a fungicide for the control of certain diseases in fruit
trees and berries.”

e Page 9, Application Information Table — Apples
0 Must add missing re-treatment intervals either in table or footnotes
0 Delete the unrelated statement: “Taminco, Inc. recommends the use of Thiram
Granuflo (except CA) or Ziram Granuflo in late season fresh fruit sprays.
o Clarify the subjective “excessively high temperatures” in “When used in
combination with sulfur, do not apply within 10 days to 2 weeks of an oil spray
nor just prior to or during periods of excessively high temperatures.”
0 Add the statement: “DO NOT apply within 7 days of harvest.”
e Page 9, Application Information Table — Citrus

O Superscript #4 on 1.5 Ibs. rate must be changed to “#3”

0 Must add re-treatment interval either in table or footnotes
e Page 9, Application Information Table — Cranberries, Fairy Ring

0 Must add re-treatment interval either in table or footnotes

0 Revise the “0.05 Ib. ft” rate. This rate would exceed maximum amounts allowed
per acre. This must be replaced with the correct rate of product per acre to
harmonize with other rates in the table and directions below the table (see below
comment). A Ibs. per square foot rate can be included in addition to the Ibs. per
acre rate, either in the table and/or in the directions under the table. For liquid
application directions, use rates expressed in fluid ounces per square foot.

e Page 10, Application Information Table — Peaches & Nectarines, Pears

0 Must add re-treatment intervals either in table or footnotes

e Page 10, Application Information Table — Footnotes

0 Delete note: “(4) Based on dilute sprays of 1000 gallons per acre” because there

will be no superscript #4 listings in the table.
e Page 10, Cranberries

o0 Delete or clarify why the statement: “For groundboom...” applies only to
cranberries because no other crops are specified for groundboom applications.

0 Needs an annual maximum statement, such as “Maximum of ___ Ferbam
applications per year”, no matter what the application type.

e Page 10, Apples and Pears, Citrus, Nectarines and Peaches, and Cranberries

o0 The maximum single application rates and spot treatment directions do not match
the rate table above these statements. Rates are expressed in Ib of ai/A in this
section and Ibs of product per acre in the above table. Calculations to convert
from the table to this section indicate that there are several errors present in the
table and/or this section. The label amendment must clarify these rate
inconsistencies in the Application Information Table and these directions for use.
We recommend that the language clearly differentiate between Ibs. of product and
Ibs. of ai if both units of measurement are used in the label. All unit conversion
calculations must be consistent.

Should you wish to add/retain a reference to the company’s website on your label, then please be
aware that the website becomes labeling under the Federal Insecticide Fungicide and Rodenticide
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Act and is subject to review by the Agency. If the website is false or misleading, the product
would be misbranded and unlawful to sell or distribute under FIFRA section 12(a)(1)(E). 40
CFR 156.10(a)(5) list examples of statements EPA may consider false or misleading. In addition,
regardless of whether a website is referenced on your product’s label, claims made on the
website may not substantially differ from those claims approved through the registration process.
Therefore, should the Agency find or if it is brought to our attention that a website contains false
or misleading statements or claims substantially differing from the EPA approved registration,
the website will be referred to the EPA’s Office of Enforcement and Compliance.

Ferbam Granuflo® (76% water-dispersible granules) is a broad spectrum fungicide for the
control of certain diseases in fruit trees and berries. Do not apply in late season cover sprays
where unsightly residues may affect the fresh fruit finish of light-skinned apple and pear
varieties. Taminco US LLC recommends the use of Thiram Granuflo or Ziram Granuflo in late-
season fresh fruit sprays.

MIXING INSTRUCTIONS

Be sure equipment is clean before use; if it is contaminated with any material, crop injury or
sprayer clogging may result. Calibrate spray equipment before use.

Fill the spray tank one-fourth to one-third full with clean water. Start agitation (proper agitation
creates a rippling or rolling action on the liquid surface). Slowly add Ferbam Granuflo® at the
recommended rate. Add water to fill spray tank. Mix thoroughly and apply at once. Maintain

sufficient agitation during mixing and spraying operations to ensure a uniform spray mixture.

IMPORTANT: When spraying, thorough coverage is necessary to provide good disease
control. Make new dilutions for each spraying. Consult State Agricultural Experiment Station
recommendations or State Extension Service Specialist for spray schedules for timing and
frequency of applications in your area.

When tank mixing other products with Ferbam Granuflo®, follow the proper sequence of adding
products to the spray tank. Wettable powders or water-dispersible granules should be added to
the water in the tank first, followed by flowable products, with emulsifiable concentrates added
last. Provide sufficient agitation during mixing and application to maintain a uniform emulsion.

Ferbam Granuflo® is compatible with most commonly used insecticides and fungicides except
Bordeaux mixture, lime, sulfur, fixed copper, and hydrated lime. When preparing tank mixes,
user should consult spray compatibility charts or State Extension Service Specialist prior to
actual use. To assure the compatability of Ferbam Granuflo® with other products, pour the
products into a small container of water in the correct proportions. After thorough mixing, let
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stand for 5 minutes. If the combination remains mixed or can be re-mixed readily, the mixture is
compatible.

AGRICULTURAL USE REQUIREMENTS

Ferbam Granuflo® alone or in combination with other fungicides which are registered for
application through irrigation systems, may be applied through irrigation systems. Apply this
product only through center pivot, solid set, moving wheel, micro-sprinkler or drip irrigation
systems. Do not apply this product through any other type or irrigation system. Crop injury,
lack of effectiveness, or illegal pesticide residues in the crop can result from non-uniform
distribution of treated water. If you have questions about calibration, you should contact State
Extension Service Specialist, equipment manufacturers or other experts. Do not connect an
irrigation system (including greenhouse systems) used for pesticide application to a public water
system unless the pesticide label-prescribed safety devices for public water systems are in
place. A person knowledgeable of the chemigation system and responsible for its operation, or
under the supervision of the responsible person, shall shut the system down and make
necessary adjustments should the need arise.

Ferbam Granuflo® must be applied on the schedule specified in the specific crop use
recommendations, not according to the irrigation schedule. With the exception of cranberries,
Ferbam Granuflo® has not been sufficiently tested when applied through irrigation systems to
assure consistent product performance for all labeled uses. The following calibration and
application techniques are provided for user reference, but do not constitute a warranty of
fitness for application through sprinkler or drip irrigation equipment. Users should check with
State and local regulatory agencies for potential use restrictions before applying any agricultual
chemical through sprinkler or drip irrigation equipment.

- Center pivot irrigation equipment. (Use only with drive systems which provide uniform water
distribution).

- Determine the size of the area to be treated.

- Determine the time required to apply 1/4 inch of water over the area to be treated when the
system and injection equipment are operated at normal pressures recommended by the
equipment manufacturer. Run the system at 80-95% of the manufacturer's rated capacity.

- Using water, determine the injection pump output when operated at normal line pressure.

Determine the amount of Ferbam Granuflo® required to treat the area covered by the irrigation

system.

- Add the required amount of Ferbam Granuflo® and sufficient water to meet the injection time
requirements to the solution tank.

- Maintain constant solution tank agitation during the injection period.

- Continue to operate the system until the Ferbam Granuflo® solution has cleared the sprinkler
head.
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SOLID SET AND MOVING WHEEL IRRIGATION EQUIPMENT

- Determine the acreage covered by the sprinklers.

- Fill injector solution tank with water and adjust flow rate to use the contents over a 10 to 30
minute interval.

- Determine the amount of Ferbam Granuflo® required to treat the area covered by the irrigation
system.

- Add the required amount of Ferbam Granuflo® into the same quantity of water used to
calibrate the injection period.

- Operate the system at the same pressure and time interval established during calibration.

- Inject Ferbam Granuflo® at the end of the irrigation cycle or as a separate application to
maximize the effectiveness of the fungicide.

- Stop injection equipment after treatment is completed. Continue to operate the system until
the Ferbam Granuflo® solution has cleared the last sprinkler head.

MICRO-SPRINKLER OR DRIP IRRIGATION SYSTEMS

GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS

- Each run of the irrigation system must be calibrated separately to determine the time it takes
water to move through the system and to make sure all emitters in the system are putting out
the same amount of water.

- Only pressure injection or venturi equipment are recommended.

- Figure the area to be treated in each irrigation run.

- Measure the output of each of the emitters or drip tubes closest to and farthest from the
injector site.

- For calibration, substitute a concentrated detergent (such as Wisk) or a soluble fertilizer for the
Ferbam Granuflo® in the injector tank. The detergent will bubble as it leaves the emitters.
The time period over which bubbles occur should be checked for both the closest and
farthest emitters. If these times are not within two minutes of each other, adjust the dilution
ratio and/or the injection rate.

- If a soluble fertilizer is used, measure the time intervals with a salt bridge. If a drip system is
being calibrated, substitute soluble fertilizer for the Ferbam Granuflo® in the injector and
measure the time intervals with a salt bridge.

STEP-BY-STEP INSTRUCTIONS

- Before starting to calibrate, operate the system until all the emitters are putting out at equal
flow rates or until the system is operating at full pressure.

- Make up an indicator solution of detergent or fertilizer, using the same ratio to be used when
mixing Ferbam Granuflo®.

- Set the injector to apply the indicator solution at the injection rate to be used in the actual
Ferbam Granuflo®.

- Attach a 5 inch length of flexible tubing over the emitter closest to the injection point, another
length over the emitter farthest away. Both emitters should be monitored to determine the time
intervals that the indicator solutions are observed.

- Begin injecting the indicator solution. Direct the flow from the tubes at the emitters into a small
container. Begin timing when the indicator solution is first detected. Stop timing when the
indicator solutions are no longer detected.
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- If the period of detection of the indicator solution between the two emitters is within two
minutes of each other, comparable coverage will be obtained. If it is not, make adjustments by
increasing the dilution ratio, using more water per part of Ferbam Granuflo®, or adjust the
injector to a slower flow rate.

- Once the system is calibrated, dilute the needed amount of Ferbam Granuflo® with water
using a minimum of 10 parts water per 1 part Ferbam Granuflo®.

- Do not begin to inject Ferbam Granuflo® into the system until all emitters are producing equal
flow rates or until the system is at full pressure.

- Inject the Ferbam Granuflo® into the system at the end of the irrigation in 1/2 to 1 inch of
irrigation water.

SPRAY DRIFT MANAGEMENT

This chemical can contaminate surface water through spray drift. A variety of factors including
weather conditions (e.g. wind direction, wind speed, temperature, relative humidity) and method
of application (e.g. ground and airblast) can influence adjustments when applying this product.

Do not allow this material to drift into neighboring crops or non-crop areas or use in a manner or
at a time other than in accordance with label directions because animal, plant or crop injury,
illegal residues or other undesirable results may occur.
